Sir John foster Frailer, English traveler, .journalist and 
lecturer, predicts til** ('lid of the war before tile elose of the 
present year. His pmlictirn rn ill aeeord with tin* views et 
President Wilson as recently given out and is vastly welcome 
to the American people, 
In a recent interview as published in the New York Even 
ing Sun, the Englishman says, 
It is certain now t lint tile tier 
mans do not expect to win. They are playing se that they do 
not lose. The German rulers want lo save their own face and 
be able to say to their children of the present generation as 
they say of their Jutland d< feat, ‘we won!' 
Among reasons cited bv Sir John for his belief that I he 
war willHbe won this year, are three that seem specially f o r c e 
fill—viz—that the Central Powers will not Im* able to dominate 
the trouble that is stirring among the industrial and produc­ 
ing classes; that the Germans cannot accomplish 
what 
they 
are planning to do iii their spring offensive—finding it impos­ 
sible to break through the defensive of the allies, who are 
ready for a counter attack when German f o r c e is spent; and 
thirdly, that Great Britain and France have confid.*$|?i* in what 
America will be* able to do. 
The Englishman takes the view, a view 
widely shared, 
hat Germany is far from anxious to tight tile touted Slates, 
not so much because of her land fort es and sea power a s be­ 
cause of a bitter f e e l i n g thai will handicap future commercial 
relations. He also firmly believes that Germany bas been past 
the top of her man power since 1910, while England will just h<* 
reaching hers this spring or summer and America will only be 
starting in the fight.
